2168, 165 L.Ed.2d 56], the United States Supreme Court concluded that a violation of the knock-and-
announce rule by law enforcement officers having a valid warrant to search the residence does not 
under the exclusionary rule require suppression of the evidence obtained pursuant to the warrant.  In 
light of that ruling, it is unnecessary to resolve the threshold issue upon which we granted review.
